the r~eUh of John Wayda given in last 
week's i«su that ths deceased d.ed on 
August 8, aged 79 yean1, three months 
and nine days. He came to this coun- 
ty from Lancaster county at Ibe age of 
16 years and began teaching rubscrip- 
tion sehonl. Ii all he taug> t eleven 
term?. 'He was instrumantsl in org«n- 
izing our present school d!strict at 
New Paris in order that we might kave 
a graded school. Hi was an advocate 
of temperance and was the fl'st person 
to act in organizing tnr village into a 
borough in order to defeat a licensed 
house tn sell intoxicants. He became 
a member of the United 
Brethren 


church at the age of 23 and remained a 
member till death, holding at differ- 
ent times tlie various offices nf the 
church, and was at the time of his 
death a trustsa of the U B. church at 
New Paris, to which he contributed 
largely and liberally at its erection. 
He contributed largely of his means 
in the erection of the different churches 
on the New Paris charge.

Quay's trial was a "caiise celebre." It 


lasted nine days, from April 11 to 
April 20, 1899. He was defended by 
the ableit attorneys obtainable and 
the prosecution wag conducted by Dis- 
trict Attorney Rothermel with marked 
ability. Quay appc-a-ed before the bar 
of justice with uttjr nonchalance, 
one might have thought he was the 
least interested person in court;%nd he 
had gyood rt a?ons to so appear, for his 
attorneys held the trump-card which 
they pl»jeJ at the proper moment. 
When the district attorney offered tbe 
papers f^md in poor Hopkins' desk 
and got to the marrow of the cbarpps 
the defense 
pleaded 
the two-year 


statute of limitations, thus excluding 
the vital proofs of Q :ay's guilt 
The 


judge, thanks to the law that throws 
its safeguards around the big criminal, 
hai to sustain the defense! 
Qaay 


escaped conviction,,but severe punish- 
ment was meted out to District Attor- 
ney Rothermel, who had the temerity 
to place Quay on a level with the ordi- 
nary sinner and had prosecuted him 
without fear or favor. He was a mark- 
ed man from that day and was denied 
a re-nomination by the all-powerful 


ry on the morality of a community 
The accused whose guilt was clear 
escaped jiil only by pleading that 
which an innccant'man would spurn 
to interpose—"the statute of limita 
tions;" he is honored and applauded to 
the echo—what may this echo have 
whispered when it reached 
Quay's 


ears? 


Thus Qiay disgraced perhaps the 


highrst law-making body on earth. 
When he returned to Washington he 
was showered with congratulations by 
many of his colleagues and PencsylvE- 
nia, to her eternal shame, later on re- 
turned him to the United States senate 
for the third time! 


One of the latest victims of Quay's 


treachery was Attorney General Elkin, 
to whom the succession to Governor 
Stone had been promised. Elkin had 
a msjority of the delegates but Quay, 
fearing a contest and the defeat of the 
Republican ticket on account of Elgin's 
record as a member cf the Stone cabi- 
net, ordered his undoing and selected 
in his place Judge Samuel W. Penny- 
packer, of Philadelphia. 
Mr. Elkin, 


though at first refusing to subm't, at 
last succumbed and was rewarded two 
years laVr by being elected as one of 
the judges of the supreme court. While 
the one-man power that cau shift a 
candidate from political to jadicial 
office is dangerous, 
Mr. Elkin ia 


known as a man, stiil on the sunny 
side of life, of unusual ability, and it 
is the hope of hie friends ai well as his 
late opponents, that he may win lau- 
rels in his high and responsible office 
that will redound to hie honor and 
credit. 


The candidacy of Judge Pennypack- 


er was received with feelings of mixed 
amusement and surprise. His integri- 
ty was beyond question, his sincerity 
of purpose urdoubttd, but his political 
wisdom was distrusted. Judge Penny, 
packer at the head of the machine 
ticket, to many, seemed as absurd a 
proposition fcs vrould be ari orthodox 
minister at the head of a congregation 
of avowed infidels, or a band of thieves 
with "Thou shalt not steal" for their 
mottc. 


Penuypacker was elected and it was 


not long until the "gang" found a 
marked change in the gubernatorial 
atmosphere at Harrisburg, a change 
that will be discussed in another arti- 
cle, 


The politicians who bad applauded 


Pennypaeker's nomination and elec- 
tion soon »Ecertained that they had 
made an egregious blunder and looked 
for relief. 
They proposed to have 


Par-nypsoker vscate the governor's 
chair in favor of Lientenant-Governor 
Brown, who was more to their liking. 
A vacancy in the supreme court pre- 
sented ths desired opportunity and 
Pennypacker was tempted to take the 
bait; while be never declared himself 
a candidate, he coyed with the allure- 
ment for mouths.

Oounty Telephone Company, or its success- 
ors, to construct, maintain and operate a 
Telephone Exchange and System o£ Tele- 
phone Service in the Borough of Rains- 
burg, Pennsylvania, aud to erect the neces- 
sary p^les, wires and cables to operate the 
same, upon certain terms and conditions. 
Be it ordained and anacted by the Bur- 


gess and Town Council of the Borough of 
Uainsburg, Pennsylvania, and it is hereby 
ordained and enacted by the authority of 
th»same, that the Bedford County Tele- 
phone Company, its successors and assigns, 
be and the same arc hereby authorized to 
construct, maintain and operate a tele- 
phone exchange and a system of telephone 
service in the Borough of Rainsburg, Penn- 
sylvania, and to construct, operate and 
maintain its lines of poles, wires and tlx- 
tures upon, along, over and under the sev- 
eral streets, avenues, lanes and alleys of 
the said Borough, upon the following term 
and conditions, viz.: 
I. All poles shall be reasonably straight 


and they shall be located under the super- 
vision and direction of tlie Committee 011 
Streets of said Town Council.
